The numbers of polymorphisms in an untranslated region of 
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mRNA of ll-opioid receptor gene of Japanese subjects 

To know the numbers of polymorphisms in an untranslated region 
of mRNA of ]J,-opioid receptor gene of Japanese subjects, we performed 
the following experiments . 

By phenol extraction process, we obtained genome samples from 
blood of 44 Japanese subjects. The average age of the 44 subjects 
was 35.9+1.0. The Male/Female ratio of the 44 subjects was 3/1. 

We amplified DNA fragment of j^-opioid receptor gene by PCR 
using the obtained genome samples. Comparing the obtained DNA 
sequences, we found 56 polymorphisms in an untranslated region of 
mRNA of j-i-opioid receptor gene of Japanese subjects.
